DOMINION DAY 

Seventy one years ago today 
th e four provinces of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Ontario and Quebec, known as 
Upper nn.l Lower Canada res 
pectively were united into a 
whole & became known as the 
l>ominio n of Canada, after nu 
merous discussions, many of 
them eeidedly heated, and rifts 
which nearly set the various 
provinces against on e another 
because of the climatic, geograp 
hical and racial problems, which 
made each section’s questiors 
just a little different than thal 
of any ether. It required vision, 
oatience tolerance and sagacity 
to unite and solidify the various 
elements that made up Canada. 
The Father of Confederation 
had this, and Sir John A. Mac 
Donald, a household word to all 
Canadians became the First 
Prime Minister of Canada. 

What a vast and glorious 
change seventy one years of 
Canadian history has brought. 
Today we have a union of nine 
1 .ovinces stretching 3,000 miles 
from sea to sea. embracing al 
most every known industry and 
art containing a heterogene #us 
t. fleet ion of people from the 
face of the globe to weld them 
into a united Canada. When one 
permits their imagination to 
ravel, the panorama of* pry Tress 
and advancement is striking in 
its complexity and beautiful In 
its solidity and oneness of p ir 
pose.

Edmonton, June 27—The l>ol- 
itical spot light settled on the 
movement for united action in 
establishing sane, sound, pro¬ 
gressive goverment in Alberta 
during the last week. The first 
meeting of the Unity Council 
(Provisional) under the leader¬ 
ship of John I. McFarland, was 
held Thursday and Frdiay with 
all members being present and 
unanimity of pui pose evident in 
th e proceedings. 

The Council went definitely on 
record as standing for absolute 
autonomy for the constituenc¬ 
ies in the selection of their can¬ 
didates for the legislature and 
the management of their own 
political affairs. The democratic 
character of the movement was 
stressed by speaker after speak¬ 
er duv.'ng the proceedings and 
Mr. McFarland himself declared 
in his opening speech that the 
movement to suceed must rest 
on the basis of the w ill of the 
people and sound democratic 
principles. 

Council placed itself in Its de- 
clartion of policy clearly in sup¬ 
port of a policy of debt settle¬ 
ment, emphasizing the view 
that the private and public debt 
situation presented the main 
problem to be solved by any fut 
lire government. 

Mr. McFarland stated hi s sole 
purpose and aim was to serve 
the best interest of the people 
cl Alberta as a whol e and if it 
should l>e considered he was in 
any way in the w ay of success 
for the movement he would be 
ready instantly to step out of 
leadership. Among the princip¬ 
les of policy chosen by the coun 
oil was that the leader of the 
party in the legislation should 
only be elected by the elected 
members themselves not by any 
political party outside the leg¬ 
islature. 

It announced a policy that 
would foster and advance the 
unity of Canada as a whole and 
not Weaken!he lx>nds of confed¬ 
eration. Work of organizing con 
stituency convention^ and gro¬ 
ups will he carried on largely by 
individuals interested in the 
movement as far as the initial 
start is concerned. 

• * • 

The general declaration of 
principles of the Unity move¬ 
ment accepted by the delegates 
is as follows: 

“The things which the govern¬ 
ment that is to restore credit, 
confidence and self-respect to 
the people of this Province 
must do, areindefinite in detail 
but simple in principle. 

“It must provide for the adjust¬ 
ment of existing private debts 
un the basis of the equities of 
the interested parties and abil¬ 
ity to pay, and for justice and 
equity between debtor and cred¬ 
itor in all future transactions. 
“Public obligations must be lion 
justed, and when this is done 
-pi? A[.in?j pm? poziu3ooo.i A|qi?.io 
the burden can be lightened by 
taking advantage of lower curr 
cut interest rates. 

“It must recognize the fact that 
tlio payment of taxes is an in- 
\ : stment in public service and 


that such set vice is strictly lim¬ 
ited by the ability of the tax¬ 
payer to pay. Having this in 
mind it must be prepared to in¬ 
sist at all times upon the great¬ 
est measure of economy, consist 
ont with justice and efficiency 
in every phase of public activity 
including the make-up of the leg 
islative Assembly and th e gov¬ 
ernment itself. 

“When these matters have been 
faced honestly and fairly, the 
way will have boon prepared for 
a greater measure of public 
benefit and service than can be 
realized in any other way. 

‘The Provincial Government, 
while maintaining its l ights and 
fulfilling its responsibilities un¬ 
der the British North America 
Act as fai as lies within its povv 
oi, and withi n its constitutional 
limits, should work in cooperat 
ion, and harmony with the Dom¬ 
inion Government, not only in 
matters herein enumerated but 
in all matters which come up for 
consideration or action, in order 
to assist in the building up and 
fostering of the Unity of Can¬ 
ada as a whole.” 

In its more detailed statemest 
of olicy suggested for constitucn 
^pis but.iH t en \ r v f*4arbit af*0 
the c uncil favors substantial 
reduction in members of the 
legislature and a lower session 
al indemnity of $1,000 instead 
of $2,000 received now by Social 
Credit members; institution of 
proper business methods in ad 
ministration. It declared that in 
settlement of the private dpbt 
problem, r i\ moratorium does not 
solve debt problems, but merely 
delays solution.” 

'i he Social Credit caucus met 
again Monday and Tuesday and 
it is expected will decide on tin* 
date f r a fall session of the 
legislature, probably in August; 
by th e time this is printed the 
caucus will have concluded its 
deliberations and momentous 
decisions are reported to be in 
the offing as a result of i;s 
work. 

There are rumors floating 
about the Parliament Buildings 
even among Social Credit sourc 
es ol information that stren 
uous discussions are likely at 1 he 
caucus with considerable critic 
istn of the government and the 
Social Credit Board for what is 
considered by many rank and 
“hie members as th P ill advised 
Saskatchewan adventure” for 
which blame is being laid on 
Major C. II. Douglas Premier 
A her hart and the Social Credit 
Board, but insurgencies in the 
Social Credit caucus hav e been 
smothered over before and that 
may happen again.
